WASHINGTON—The government 
took its first major steps toward price 
this week when the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Agency called for 
a voluntary freeze of prices in 
dustrial goods and services at levels 
not higher than those of Dec. 1. But 
officials failed to produce the expect- 
announcement of minimum farm 
commodity price ceilings which would 
prevail when and if it became nec- 
to act on that front 

As for the voluntary price freeze, 
officials explained that it does not 
affect prices for agricultural com 
modities which are now selling at 
than the minimum ceiling re- 
quirements of the Defense Act of 
1950. And the requested price freeze 
does not affect processors and hand- 
lers of such commodities 

Prior to this week's action ESA 
officials had told Feedstuffs that 
the agency hoped to get out an an 
nouncement of the “target ceilings” 
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and handlers that no

Emotional Stress 
May Be the Cause 
of Many Accidents 


An entirely new slant on the 
causes of many industrial accidents 
has been developed as a result of a 
study made recently in a large manu- 
facturing industry. In summarizing 
an investigation of 1,943 lost-time 
accidents to 7,103 personnel, Willard 
A. Kerr, associate professor of psy- 
chology of the Illinois Institute of 
Technology, and his associates ad- 
vance the proposition that the stress 
of personal readjustment is the psy- 
chological cause of a large proportion 
of all industrial accidents. 

It is pointed out that too often the 
term “accident prone” 
reason for an individual's high acci- 
dent frequency. This term is all too 
general and, in reality, does not 
bring out the specific cause of the 
accidents. 

An employee may be “accident 
prone” because of several reasons,
